TRIPOLI (AFP) - Celebratory 
gunfire erupted across Tripoli 
yesterday and jubilant crowds 
flooded onto the streets waving 
the red, black and green flag of 
the new regime, as news 
spread that Libya's hated dicta¬ 
tor was dead. 

"We in Libya have been 
waiting for this historic mo¬ 
ment. Moamer Kadhafi has 
been killed," the country's in¬ 
terim prime minister Mahmud 
Jibril announced at a hastily 
organised new conference in 
the capital, amid cries of "Al- 
lahu Akbar" (God is greatest). 

"I would like to take this 
opportunity to call on Libyans 
to put aside their grudges and 


Department of Public Health and 
E nvironment announces strict 
prohibition of all private dumping 


Chief Inspector of the De¬ 
partment of Public Health 
and Environment, Gisbert 
Boekhoudt, made a public 
announcement at their head¬ 
quarters in San Nicolas yes¬ 
terday morning that the 
practice of private landown¬ 
ers accepting refuse on their 
property for profit has now 
been strictly prohibited. 

Laws passed in May will 
be heavily enforced, as suffi¬ 
cient time and attention has 
been paid to informing all 
those engaging in this prac¬ 
tice of its illegality. The 
dumping of refuse on public 
lands, as opposed to properly 
taking it to the public dump 
at Parkietenbos, has always 
been prohibited, but some in¬ 
dividuals with empty lots 
have made it a business to ac¬ 
cept refuse from individuals 
who also conduct garbage 
collection for profit. 

This practice is detrimen¬ 
tal to the environment in sev¬ 
eral ways; now, only the 
Ministry of Public Health 
may specify dumping 
grounds, and the only dump¬ 



ing ground on Aruba is the 
official Parkietenbos site. 

The official environmental 
protection agency will be 
sending out regular patrols to 
insure the prohibitions are 
observed and enforced. 

“At this point, we feel 
landowners using their pro¬ 
perty as a dump have been 
reasonably informed, and can 
no longer claim ignorance of 
the law as an excuse for this 
illegal practice,” stated Mr. 


Boekhoudt, When indi¬ 
viduals are found in non- 
compliance, both those 
accepting refuse and those 
collecting and dumping it, 
they will receive a summons 
to appear before the court and 
prosecutor. Depending on the 
degree of the infraction and 
the frequency of citation, 
they can receive substantial 
fines, imprisonment, or both.

proclaim one word: Libya! 
Libya! Libya!" he added. 

There was a carnival atmos¬ 
phere in nearby Martyrs' 
Square, where thousands gath¬ 
ered to mark the beginning of 
a new era, embracing each 
other, beating drums and 
chanting in celebration. 

"Today is the first day of 
freedom in our lives. Praise to 
God. We are so happy. I don't 
know how to tell you. We suf¬ 
fered too much because of this 
stupid family," Zainab Ibrahim 
told AFP, even as more people 
flooded into the square. 

News of Kadhafi's death 
came as the National Transi¬ 
tional Council's troops overran 
the last bastion of resistance in 
Sirte, bringing to an end a two- 
month siege, and amid claims 
by NTC commanders that his 
son Mutassim had also been 
found dead. 

Jibril said Seif al-Islam, an¬ 
other of Kadhafi's sons, was 
believed to be pinned down in 
a village near Sirte. 

A dozen women descended 


on the square wrapped in the 
liberated country's new flag, 
smiling and ululating. 

"The blood of the martyrs 
has not been spilt for nothing!" 
they chanted. 

In a street nearby, cars lined 
bumper-to-bumper, horns blar¬ 
ing and drivers and passengers 
waving the V-for-victory sign, 
while men and women walked 
up and down sprinkling water 
on vehicles and pedestrians. 

In Washington, US Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama said the 
death of Moamer Kadhafi 
ended a long, painful chapter 
for Libyans and warned "iron 
fist" regimes in the rest of the 
Arab world they would in¬ 
evitably fall. 

Speaking in the White 
House Rose Garden, Obama 
said Kadhafi's demise vindi¬ 
cated the collective military 
action of the West and said 
Libyans now had a chance to 
build a "democratic" and "tol¬ 
erant nation."

Aircraft registration and other activities

ORANJESTAD - On- 
Wednesday morning a two- 
day conference was begun 
dealing with the registration 
of offshore aircrafts. Minister 
Otmar Oduber, in charge of 
Transportation addressed 
those in attendance at this im¬ 
portant conference, both local 
as well as international atten¬ 
dees. 

Oduber indicated that the 
conference was a private ini¬ 
tiative. He remarked about 
the large attendance from 
those involved in the trust 
business, lawyers, jurists and 
those in the offshore and on¬ 
shore banking industry.

He also made reference to 
those who came from abroad 
to see what Aruba is doing 
and how they can learn from 
us how we are improving the 
product we offer.

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Manpower Planning Forms are out and employers are urged to 
take advantage of filling them out early and carefully 



ORANJESTAD - The De¬ 
partment of Manpower Plan¬ 
ning urges employers to 
make good use of the 2012 
Manpower planning forms. 

There are three depart¬ 
ments that resort under the 
structure of the Department 
of Labor Progression (DPL), 
namely, the department of 
Labor Mediation and Re-in¬ 
tegration (Job Center), Labor 
Market Registration (Man¬ 
power Planning), and Work 
Permission. 

The department of Labor 
Registration (Manpower 
Planning) is involved with the 
yearly expressed demands 
and needs of employers. This 
is expressed through the Man¬ 
power Planning forms that 


each employer fills out. 

DPL uses these forms to 
work on the projected de¬ 
mand and labor needs for the 
upcoming year. With the in¬ 
formation submitted DPL can 
work together with schools, 
and other institutions like En- 
senansa pa Empleo and other 
employers to help meet the 
labor demands. 

DPL is now appealing to 
all employers to fill out the 
Manpower Planning Lorm as 
specifically, accurately and 
completely as possible. The 
employer always has the op¬ 
tion to change or adjust the 
information he submitted as 
needed. 

People using a representa¬ 
tive or consultant to help them 


with the permission process of 
finding a job must bear in 
mind that adaptations may 
take place only via a personal 
visit of the employer to DPL. 

As of the 1st of October 
employers can visit the front 
desk of DPL located at Seroe 
Blanco #4 in Oranjestad 
where the 2012 forms can be 
picked up. There are no wait 
lines for getting thesef orms, 
simply come in and proceed 
directly to the front desk and 
request the 2012 Manpower 
Planning form. 

The 2012 form must be 
submitted no later than by 
March 2012 to the DPL of¬ 
fice. However, DPL ise 
ncouraging everyone to fill 
out and submit the forms the 


earliest possible, 
even right away if 
possible. Upon 
submission of the 
form, the em¬ 
ployer will receive 
a proof of submis¬ 
sion. If the docu¬ 
ment is correctly 
filled out and 
everything checks 
out it would take 
about 10 days for 
the process to be 
completed and the form re¬ 
turned to the employer. 

In the interest of time and 
to facilitate the process, DPL 
has included the form on 
their website which can be 
easily downloaded... look it 
up at: www.dpl.aw.

"Just one year ago, the notion 
of a free Libya seemed impos¬ 
sible, but then the Libyan peo¬ 
ple rose up and demanded their 
rights. This is a momentous 
day in the history of Libya, the 
dark shadow of tyranny has 
been lifted," Obama said, in 
his first reaction to the killing 
of Kadhafi near his hometown 
of Sirte earlier yesterday. 

"With this enormous prom¬ 
ise, the Libyan people now 
have a great responsibility to 
build an inclusive and tolerant 
and democratic Libya that 
stands as the ultimate rebuke to 
Kadhafi's dictatorship." 

Obama said that Washing¬ 
ton looked forward to an offi¬ 
cial announcement of Libya’s 
liberation, which officials in 
Tripoli said could come as 
early as today. 

The president, who was 
criticized by Republicans ei¬ 
ther for failing to take a more 
proactive role in the NATO op¬ 
eration in Libya, or for inter¬ 
vening at all, also had a 
warning for other dictatorial 


LYON (AFP) - The World po¬ 
lice body Interpol and the In¬ 
ternational Criminal Court 
(ICC) yesterday urged Seif al- 
Islam, the most prominent son 
of Moamer Kadhafi, to give 
himself up and "face justice". 

In a statement, the two in¬ 
stitutions "urged the former 
Libyan leader's son Seif to give 
himself up and for the national 
authorities of the country 
where he is hiding to guarantee 
and facilitate his safe transfer 
to The Netherlands to face jus¬ 
tice." 

"Following my discussions 
with (ICC) Prosecutor (Luis) 
Moreno-Ocampo, we agree 
that it is in the best interests of 


leaders in the Middle East. 

"Across the Arab world, cit¬ 
izens have stood up to claim 
their rights. Youth are deliver¬ 
ing a powerful rebuke to dicta¬ 
torship. And those leaders who 
try to deny their dignity will not 
succeed," he said. "For the re¬ 
gion, today's events prove once 



Seif Al-Islam Kadhafi as wel 
as in the interests of justice that 
he surrender himself as swiftly 
as possible and face the 
charges levelled against him," 
Interpol Secretary General 
Ronald Noble said. 

"Colonel Kadhafi will not 
be able to answer to the crimes 


more that the rule of an iron fist 
inevitably comes to an end." 

Obama did not mention any 
nations by name, but his re¬ 
marks appeared to be a clear 
reference to US foes Syria and 
Iran which have both violently 
put down movements for 
change.

SAN SALVADOR (AFP) - El

Vatican asks 
Hindus to fight 
anti-Christian

VATICAN CITY (AFP) - The 
Vatican yesterday asked Hin¬ 
dus to fight "hateful propa¬ 
ganda" and allow Christians to 
practise their religion freely, in 
a message delivered to mark 
the upcoming festival of light, 
Diwali. 

The message, signed by the 
head and deputy head of the 
Pontifical Council for Interre¬ 
ligious dialogue, Cardinal 
Jean-Louis Tauran and Pier 
Luigi Celata, comes as the 
number of Christians perse¬ 
cuted in certain regions of 
India rises. 

From the state of Orissa in 
the east to Kerala in the south¬ 
west, the conversion of Dalit 
or Untouchables to the Chris¬ 
tian faith has sparked violence, 
with groups of extremist Hin¬ 
dus attacking Christians and 
their churches. 

The letter also came a week 
before a meeting of religious 
leaders to be hosted by Pope 
Benedict XVI in Assisi in Italy. 
Seven Hindus, including Raj- 
mohan Gandhi, the grandson 
of Mahatma Gandi, are ex¬ 
pected to attend. 

Tauran and Celata said Di¬ 
wali, which is celebrated every 
year on October 26, "marks the 
victory of truth over lies, of 
light over dark, of good over 
evil." 

They called for Hindus and 
Catholics alike to work for re¬ 
ligious freedom in the face of 
"prejudices, hateful pro- 
poganda, discrimination and 
persecution based on faith." 

Religious freedom meant 
liberty "to profess, practise and 
spread one's religion, in public 
or in private, alone or in a 
community," they said. 

Cuba takes no 
position on 
Kadhafi death 

HAVANA (AFP) - Cuba's offi¬ 
cial media yesterday an¬ 
nounced news of the death of 
Libyan former strongman 
Moamer Kadhafi without of¬ 
fering any comment by the 
government. 

A statement on the official 
website cubadebate.cu indi¬ 
cated "the National Transi¬ 
tional Council said it killed 
Kadhafi," and that NATO at 
the time did not confirm the in¬ 
formation. 

Cuba, which has been a 
sharp critic of the intervention 
in Libya, has refused to recog¬ 
nize the ruling NTC and has 
withdrawn its diplomats from 
Tripoli. 


LA FRIA (AFP) - Venezue¬ 
lan President Hugo Chavez, 
said yesterday his cancer 
treatment has been successful 
and that he was free of the 
disease as he arrived home 
after medical tests in Cuba. 

The test results "allow me 
to affirm that I am free of the 
disease," declared Chavez, 
who flew directly from Ha¬ 


vana to the town of La Fria, 
the site of a Catholic shrine. 

The Venezuelan leader 
had a tumor extracted in June 
in Havana, and has since un¬ 
dergone four rounds of 
chemotherapy. 

"A vital stage of the treat¬ 
ment of the disease ... has 
concluded," said Chavez. The 
treatment, which combined 


surgery and chemotherapy, 
"had a successful conclu¬ 
sion," he said. 

Chavez however was more 
cautious than triumphant, 
warning that it "is necessary 
to continue monitoring in 
these cases." He was set to 
make a pilgrimage to the 
shrine "to fulfill a promise." 

On Wednesday Chavez 


said in a telephone interview 
broadcast on state VTV that 
he was "very active" in Ha¬ 
vana and had been able to 
speak at length with Cuba's 
iconic former leader Fidel 
Castro. 

Chavez, 57 and in power 
since 1999, has maintained 
that he will recover in time to 
win reelection in 2012.

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In US, many with 
severe depression 
go untreated 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States is a world leader 
in rates of antidepressant use, 
but as many as two-thirds of 
Americans with severe de¬ 
pression are not on medica¬ 
tion, said a government study. 

Eleven percent of Ameri¬ 
cans age 12 and older are tak¬ 
ing antidepressant medication, 
a slight uptick over a 2009 sur¬ 
vey that showed 10.1 percent, 
according to the latest data 
from the National Center for 
Health Statistics. 

However, just one-third of 
people with "severe depres¬ 
sive symptoms take antide¬ 
pressant medication," said the 
survey, which described rates 
of antidepressant use by age, 
race, income, sex, severity and 
treatment time. 

Experts said the shortfall 
comes despite efforts to con¬ 
vince more primary care 
physicians to discuss mental 
health with their patients, 
since people see their regular 
doctors more frequently than 
they do psychiatrists. 

Frequent commercials on 
television and in other media 
promotingantidepressant 
drugs in the U.S. could be 



leading more people to ask 
their doctors for such prescrip¬ 
tions, but not among the group 
that could be most helped by 
them. 

The survey also said anti¬ 
depressants are the most com¬ 
mon prescription drug used by 
people age 18-44, and rates 
are two and half times higher 
in women than in men. 

Nearly one-quarter (23 per¬ 
cent) of women age 40-59 
take antidepressants, more 
than in any other age-sex 
group, said the study, funded 
by the US Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. 

The high rate among 
women is not a surprise, ac¬ 
cording to Norman Sussman, 
professor of psychiatry and as¬ 
sociate dean for continuing 
medical education at the New 
York University school of 
medicine. 

"Men view acknowledging 
that they are depressed as 
some sort of personal or char¬ 
acter failure, and more often 
than women, men to turn to al¬ 
cohol and drugs to self-med- 
icate, whereas women are 
more able to talk about their 
symptoms and seek help and 
in turn receive it." 

The data also showed sig¬ 
nificant racial and ethnic dif¬ 
ferences, with almost 14 
percent of non-Hispanic 
whites taking antidepressants 
compared to four percent of 
African-Americans and three 
percent of Mexican-Ameri- 
cans. 

Previous studies have 
shown that antidepressant use 
rates in Europe are around 10 
percent, while Asian countries 
tend to have much lower num¬ 
bers of people taking doctor- 
prescribed antidepressants. 


Haiti to test cholera vaccine 



PORT-AU-PRINCE (AFP) - 
Haiti’s health ministry is 
preparing to test a cholera vac¬ 
cine on a hundred people, a 
year after an epidemic killed 
over 6,500 people, officials 
said. 

Over a hundred people 
from a Port-au-Prince shanty¬ 
town and a rural area in the 
center of the country, where 
the disease was first identified 
in 2010, will be given the vac¬ 
cine. 

"The Shanchol vaccine will 
be administered orally to the pa¬ 
tients in two doses at six-month 
intervals. It has been approved 
by the World Health Organiza¬ 
tion but it won't replace better 
informing the public," health 
ministry director general 
Gabriel Timothe told AFP. 

A year after a South Asian 
strain of cholera was found in 
Haiti, the infection has made 
new inroads in remote north¬ 
ern and southern parts of the 
country. 

"There is a low level of 
mortality. We will deploy 
teams to intensify our hygiene 
information campaign," Timo- 

Russia must tackle 
'critical' suicide 
rate: experts 

MOSCOW (AFP)- Russia 
must launch a public health 
campaign to reduce the coun¬ 
try's suicide rate, among the 
highest in the world, top psy¬ 
chiatrists said. 

In 2010, the suicide rate 
reached 23.5 per 100,000 
people, the sixth highest in 
the world and well above the 
"critical" limit of 20 set by 
the WHO, Boris Polozhy of 
the Serbsky psychiatric hos¬ 
pital told a news conference 
in Moscow. 

The suicide rate peaked in 
Russia during the economic 
and social maelstrom of the 
1990s after the breakup of 
the Soviet Union, when the 
rate rose to 42 per 100,000 in 
1995.

Plastic-brained teens have 
IQ swings 


Russia surprised as 
big Apple uses Glonass 
in new iPhone 



PARIS (AFP) - Youngsters ex¬ 
perience huge swings in intel¬ 
ligence during their teenage 
years, a finding with wide¬ 
spread implications for educa¬ 
tion, scientists reported. 

The results will not surprise 
parents who find their children 
are a sandwich short of a pic¬ 
nic at one stage of their adoles¬ 
cence but a few years later 
display shafts of brilliance — 
or sometimes the reverse. 

But the study say the shifts 
are linked to changes in the 
structure of the brain, not to 
hormonal surges, a finding 
that challenges an enshrined 
belief. 

The theory that intellectual 
ability is stable throughout 
one’s life underpins intelli¬ 


gence tests applied in primary 
schools that sometimes shape 
an individual’s life by deter¬ 
mining options in education 
and careers. 

British researchers tested 
33 adolescents in 2004, when 
the volunteers were aged be¬ 
tween 12 and 16. 

They used a standard intel¬ 
ligence quotient test which 
measures ’’verbal IQ" — lan¬ 
guage skills, arithmetic, gen¬ 
eral knowledge and memory 
— and "non-verbal IQ," such 
as identifying missing parts of 
a picture or solving a visual 
puzzle. 

They put the youngsters 
through a second test in 2007-8. 

On both occasions, the in¬ 
dividuals were placed in a 
magnetic resonance imaging 
(MRI) scanner, which takes a 
3-D snapshot of the brain. 

In some cases, the 
teenagers’ IQ over this period 
fell — or rose — by 20 points 
compared to a counterpart of a 
similar age. 

Stunned by this discovery, 
the team turned to the MRI 
images and found the teens' 
brains had undergone signifi¬ 
cant changes during the inter¬ 
vening years. 

For example, an increase in 
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verbal IQ was associated with 
an increase in the density of 
grey matter in the left motor 
cortex, a part of the brain that 
helps process speech. 

A rise in non-verbal IQ was 
linked to a boost in grey matter 
in the anterior cerebellum, 
which is associated with hand 
movements. 

But an increase in one kind 
of IQ was not necessarily ac¬ 
companied by an increase in 
another. 

Previous research has high¬ 
lighted the plasticity of the 
brain, an organ that can 
change in structure throughout 
adult life. For instance, Lon¬ 
don taxi drivers who take the 
road-map test known as "The 
Knowledge" have a bigger 
hippocampus, a nodal point 
for navigation and memory. 

Still unclear, though, is 
whether the IQ changes in 
adolescence are due to early or 
late development, or whether 
education played a role. 

If the findings, reported in 
the British journal Nature on 
Wednesday, are replicated 
elsewhere, the implications 
could be far-reaching. 



— AFP) The secret is out and 
making Russia proud: pop cul¬ 
ture and geek tech icon Apple 
has picked Russia's Glonass 
navigation system to run 
alongside GPS in its iPhone 
4S models that hit stores this 
month. 

The news was not exactly 
hidden by the California-based 
firm. A scan through the 
iPhone "specs" page on the 
Apple website shows Glonass 
sitting conspicuously next to 
GPS in the global positioning 
column. 

But the news has created a 
sensation on the Russian Inter¬ 


net and made the front page of 
the respected Vedomosti busi¬ 
ness daily on Thursday. 

"If the iPhone 4S really 
does have Glonass naviga¬ 
tion," the paper said in a disbe¬ 
lieving tone, "this would be 
the first time the Russian sys¬ 
tem reached the world mar¬ 
ket." 

It then quoted a company 
spokesman as saying that the 
phones became 50 percent 
more reliable with the Russian 
invention on board. 

Vedomosti said basic 
Glonass documentation has 
the same open access as GPS. 
The basic global positioning 
system is also being honed for 
more precise military use not 
available to consumers. 

The Glonass system has 
struggled through many delays 
and cost overruns that was ad¬ 
ditionally hurt last year by the 
loss of three satellites in a 
botched launch. 

Glonass is less precise than 
its rival but relies on a differ¬ 
ent set of satellites that could 
work in some cities where the 
US system is less effective.

Net foreign assets continue to decline 


ORANJESTAD - The Cen- 
trale Bank van Aruba (CBA) 
concludes in its Monthly Bul¬ 
letin of August 2011 that the 
net foreign assets (excluding 
revaluation differences of gold 
and foreign exchange hold¬ 
ings) went down, for the fourth 
month in a row to Afl. 1,256.9 
million. This month’s net out¬ 
flow of foreign funds 
amounted to Afl. 17.8 million 
and was mostly associated 
with higher payments for im¬ 
ported goods, and dividend 
payments. These payments 
were in part compensated by 
increased tourism receipts, as 
well as net inflows from fo¬ 
reign bank deposits of resi¬ 
dents. Although the level of the 
net foreign assets is still within 
acceptable range, the CBA will 
continue to closely monitor 
this key indicator. Conversely, 


the net domestic assets rose by 
Afl. 46.8 million. As a result, 
money supply went up by Afl. 
29.0 million to Afl. 3,218.2 
million at the end of August 
2011. 

During August 2011, the 
number of stay-over visitors 
grew by 8.8 percent or 6,457 
visitors compared to August 
2010. This increase can mostly 
be attributed to the Latin 
American market (+5,090 vi¬ 
sitors or +26.6 percent) and the 
European market (+1,661 vi¬ 
sitors or +22.7 percent). Also, 
cruise tourism went up (+10.0 
percent) in August 2011 com¬ 
pared to the same period of 
2010. 

The consumer price index 
(CPI) for August 2011 regis¬ 
tered a 6.8 percent jump com¬ 
pared to a 0.1 percent decline 
in the same month of 2010. 


The energy and food compo¬ 
nents of the CPI contributed 
with 4.6 percentage points to 
this acceleration. Conse¬ 
quently, the 12-month average 
inflation rate reached 2.1 per¬ 
cent in August 2011. 

In August 2011, tax re¬ 
venues decreased by Afl. 0.8 
million, when compared to the 
same month of 2010. The tax 
components that posted a de¬ 
clined in receipts in August 
2011 were hotel room tax (Afl. 
3.7 million), transfer tax (Afl. 
3.1 million), and wage tax ( 
Afl. 2.2 million), while the 
proceeds from import duties 
(+Afl. 2.3 million), profit tax 
(+Afl. 1.9 million), foreign ex¬ 
change tax (+Afl. 1.9 mil¬ 
lion), and turnover tax 
(B.B.O.) (+Afl. 1.1 million) 
grew during the month under 
review. 


Struggling Nokia posts 3rd quarter 
loss, tops forecasts 


HELSINKI (AFP) - Finland's 
Nokia, struggling to hold its 
place as the world’s top mobile 
phone maker, yesterday posted 
a third quarter loss of 68 mil¬ 
lion euros ($94 million dol¬ 
lars), far smaller than analysts 
expected. 

The company saw its share 
price soar as high as 12 percent 
on the news before closing 5.5 
percent higher on a Helsinki 
stock exchange down 1.2 per¬ 
cent. 

Analysts polled by the Dow 
Jones Newswires had expected 
the company to post a net loss 
of 321 million euros for the 


quarter. 

The company "is going the 
right way because the pro¬ 
fitability was ... better than 
forecasted," Pohjola Bank an¬ 
alyst Hannu Rauhala told AFP. 

The result was a far cry 
from the company's net profit 
for the July-September period 
last year of 529 million euros 
but a large improvement over 
the second quarter net loss of 
368 million euros. 

Nokia sales also beat ex¬ 
pectations, at 8.98 billion euros 
for the quarter, compared to es¬ 
timates for 8.64 billion euros, 
but far lower than the 10.27

Dealtalk: Big buyouts stalled 
in capital markets freeze 

LONDON — Large European private equity buyouts are on 
hold until capital markets revive, which is unlikely to happen 
this side of Christmas as leveraged loan and high-yield bond 
markets remain weak, bankers said yesterday. 

Dysfunctional financing markets are threatening new buy¬ 
outs such as the 1.5 billion pounds ($2.3 billion) sale of British 
frozen food retailer Iceland, which saw first-round bids submit¬ 
ted this week, and France Telecom's 1.5-2 billion euro sale of 
Orange Switzerland. "Big deals require capital markets confi¬ 
dence," an M&A advisory specialist said. 

The European leveraged loan market is effectively closed 
until it clears a 7 billion euro backlog of deals and the high- 
yield bond market is closed to all but repeat issuers until sec¬ 
ondary prices recover, which is not anticipated soon.

Tintin goes to Hollywood 


PARIS (AFP) - Trusty side- 
kick Snowy in tow, Tintin 
leaves his comic book uni¬ 
verse for the brave new world 
of 3-D animation next week in 
Steven Spielberg's big-budget 
take on the boy reporter's in¬ 
trepid adventures. 

"The Adventures of Tintin: 
Secret of the Unicorn" brings 
the hero and his little white 
dog to the big screen on Octo¬ 
ber 26, following a red-carpet 
world premiere in Tintin's na¬ 
tive Brussels on Saturday. 

Created in 1929 by the Bel¬ 
gian writer Herge, Tintin and

Tennis: Monfils downs Tomic 
to stay in ATP Finals hunt 


STOCKHOLM (AFP) - 
France's Gael Monfils stayed 
in the hunt for a place at the 
year-ending ATP World Tour 
Finals, coming from behind in 
the final set to defeat Bernard 
Tomic 6-4, 6-7 (4/7), 6-4 at 
the Stockholm Open on 
Thursday. 

The top seed, and last man 
standing in the leading four at 
the Kungligahallen, trailed by 
a break in the third set before 
breaking the teenage Aus¬ 
tralian for 4-all. 

He then sealed a 5-4 lead 
with his 18th ace, reaching the 
quarter-finals on his third 
match point. 

Monfils is competing for 
the first time in a fortnight 
after a knee injury suffered in 
Bangkok. 

He is one of the last possi¬ 
ble contenders in the points 
race to reach the eight-man 
World Tour Finals in London 
from November 20, with a 
provisional place of 15th. 

The flamboyant French 
player has three more tourna¬ 
ments this season, giving him 
chances to rise in the table. 

"I hope to finish the year 
very strong," said the number 
10 . 

It was a tough battle 
tonight. He's a good young 
player, I needed time to adjust 
after time away. I had a big 
drop in the second set, but I'd 
been playing well until then. 

"I need a few more 
matches before I can win in 
straight sets. I need to im¬ 
prove my concentration, but I 
did a pretty good job today." 

Monfils will play South 
African sixth seed Kevin An¬ 



derson for a place in the semi¬ 
finals. 

Two-time finalist Jarkko 
Nieminen of Finland eased 
past third seed Stanislas 
Wawrinka 6-3, 6-4. 

The exit of the Swiss in 71 
minutes followed the defeat 
of fourth seed Juan Ignacio 
Chela, who was beaten by 
Bulgarian youngster Grigor 
Dimitrov 6-2, 5-7, 6-1. 

Number two Juan Martin 
Del Potro was beaten on 
Wednesday in his opening 
match. 

Wawrinka, ranked 19th, 
suffered another year of bad 
luck in the Swedish capital 
after losing a year ago in the 
quarter-finals to compatriot 
Roger Federer. 

He smashed a racquet near 
the end of his ordeal against 
Nieminen, a finalist in 2001 
and 2006 and playing the 
event for the 12th consecutive 
year. 

The 73rd-ranked Finn will 
be competing in his second 
quarter-final in a month after 
reaching the last eight in 


Bangkok when he will face 
German Tobias Kamke, who 
beat Sebastian Rieschick 6-3, 
6 - 1 . 

Nieminen took victory 
with 22 winners and a dozen 
unforced errors, breaking 
Wawrinka three times. The 
Swiss fired 24 winners but 
committed 21 errors. 

Dimitrov, a 20-year-old 
tipped for a top career, admit¬ 
ted to a lapse against Chela 
after leading a set and 2-0. 

"I started struggling a bit 
and he raised his game," said 
the 70th-ranked Bulgarian. 

Dimitrov will next face 
Canadian sixth seed Milos 
Raonic. 

"It will be a great match, I 
know him well and will have 
to be on my game."

Wheldon's funeral 
set for Saturday 


ST.PETERSBURG (AFP)- 
The funeral for two-time In¬ 
dianapolis 500 champion 
Dan Wheldon, killed in a 15- 
car crash at a Las Vegas race 
last Sunday, will be con¬ 
ducted on Saturday in St. Pe¬ 
tersburg, Florida. 

Susie Wheldon, the racer's 
wife and mother of their two 
children, released details of 
the ceremony and invited the 
racing community to attend 
services at the First Presbyte¬ 
rian Church of St. Petersburg. 

"Although the last few 
days have been unbearable 
for our family, the over¬ 
whelming love and support 
we have received are rays of 
sunshine during these dark 
days," she said in a statement. 

"The outpouring of sym¬ 
pathy and condolences has 
been so comforting, and I 
want to thank everyone for 
their kind notes, letters, gifts 
and flowers. 

Wheldon suffered unsur- 
vivable head injuries when 
his car went airborne in a 
chain-reaction wreck on lap 
11 and slammed into the 
outer safety fence at Las 
Vegas Motor Speedway, then 
struck the concrete wall and 
burst into flames. 

"Dan touched the lives of 
many people, and I would 
like to invite those citizens in 
our community who knew 
and loved my husband to at¬ 
tend his funeral service. 

"Though we won't be able 
to fit everyone inside, I know 



that Dan would have wanted 
the community to share in the 
celebration of his life and to 
grieve his passing. Thank you 
again. I am forever grateful 
for your kindness." 

Wheldon, who won his 
second Indy 500 title in May, 
was set to join Andretti Au¬ 
tosport for next season after 
not having a full-season ride 
in 2011, when he served as 
test driver for a new 2012 In- 
dyCar chassis designed to be 
safer. 

IndyCar will stage a pub¬ 
lic memorial service to re¬ 
member Wheldon on Sunday 
at Indianapolis in the home 
arena of the NBA Indiana 
Pacers.

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NBA Stars could play 
in London, Macau, 
Australia: report 


INDIANAPOLIS (AFP) - In¬ 
dyCar has launched its probe 
into the crash in which Dan 
Wheldon died, and hope to 
have a preliminary report 
within weeks, the US open- 
wheel racing series said in a 
statement yesterday. 

Wheldon, a 3 3-year-old 
English driver who won the 
famed Indianapolis 500 twice, 
died on Sunday when he was 
caught up in a stunning chain- 
reaction crash at Las Vegas 
Motor Speedway in what 
would have been IndyCar's 
season finale. 

Fifteen cars were involved 
in the fiery melee on the 12th 
lap, after which the race was 
cancelled. 

IndyCar vowed that the 
probe would seek to discover 
if speeds at the Las Vegas 
track were too high or if the 
field was too crowded. 

Some drivers had predicted 
a chaotic race on the oval cir¬ 
cuit at Las Vegas. 

The circuit had been recon¬ 
figured to add "progressive 
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banking" designed to increase 
side-by-side racing, which can 
be particularly dangerous in 
open-wheel races. 

Sam Schmidt, a former 
driver and Las Vegas native 
who runs the team for which 
Wheldon ran his final two 
races, said the accident could 
have happened almost any¬ 
where. 

"It’s similar to what we do 
at Texas — with a little more 
speed a few more cars — but I 
don't think the track's to 
blame," Schmidt said. 


By the time the game started 
temperatures in downtown St. 
Louis had dipped to a chilly 
nine degrees Celsius (49 F) 
with a stiff breeze adding to 
the wind-chill. 

Rain that had been falling 
for most of the day stopped by 
the time the first pitch was 
thrown but returned in the 
later innings as temperatures 
continued to fall over the 
course of the game, dropping 
as low as seven Celsius. 

After a scoreless first three 
innings, the Cardinals broke 
through for the first runs of the 
2011 World Series as out¬ 
fielder Berkman belted a two- 
run single into short rightfield 
to give St. Louis a 2-0 lead in 
the bottom of the fourth. 

Berkman's chopper down 
the first-base line scored Al¬ 
bert Pujols from third base and 
Matt Holliday from second. 

Pujols had reached first 
when he was hit in the foot by 
Rangers starting pitcher CJ 
Wilson to start the fourth in¬ 
ning and then Holliday dou¬ 
bled into the rightfield corner. 

After pulling Carpenter, 
Cardinals manager Tony La 
Russa went to his bullpen 
which pitched three shutout 
innings. Five relief pitchers 
took the mound with Motte 
earning his fifth playoff save. 

Rangers catcher Mike 
Napoli blasted a two-run 
home run deep into right field 
seats to tie the game 2-2 in the 
top of the fifth. 

Napoli also hit into a in¬ 
ning-ending double play in the 
second. 

Rangers lefthander Wilson, 
who is a potential free agent at 


Jimmy Johnson, the five- 
time defending champion of 
the hugely popular NASCAR 
stock-car racing series, 
sparked a heated debate when 
he said after Wheldon's death 
that IndyCar races shouldn't be 
held on oval tracks, but instead 
only on road-style courses. 

While the discussions are 
sure to intensify, many drivers 
have said they just want to 
focus now on Wheldon, who 
leaves behind a wife and two 
small sons.

Montoya, a former Formula 
One star and Indianapolis 500 
winner who now drives in 
NASCAR, was among them. 

“ I think the only opinion 
that really matters right now is 
the one where we worry about 
Dan and his family. Let's let 
IndyCar deal with their prob¬ 
lems." Montoya said.

Cards draw first blood in World Series 



ST. LOUIS (AFP) - The St. 
Louis Cardinals struck first in 
the 107th World Series 
Wednesday, taking game one 


behind some superb relief 
pitching and a clutch pinch- 
hit single by Allen Craig. 
Righthander Chris Carpen¬ 


ter fanned four batters in six 
strong innings and outfielder 
Craig delivered a timely win¬ 
ning run as St. Louis edged 
the Texas Rangers 3-2 in 
game one of the best-of-seven 
series. 

"You love to get off to a 
start like that,” said Cardinals’ 
infielder David Freese. 
’’There’s three more (wins) 
that we got to grab but this is 
important because it puts us in 
a good position.” 

The 27-year-old Craig, hit¬ 
ting for Carpenter, sliced an 
RBI single off Rangers relief 
pitcher Alexi Ogando in the 
bottom of the sixth for the 
Cardinals, who are seeking 
the 11th World Series title in 


the history of the franchise. 

Texas outfielder Nelson 
Cruz slid for Craig's blooper 
but the ball bounced off 
Cruz's leg allowing Freese to 
score on a cold, damp evening 
in front of a sold-out crowed 
of 46,406 at Busch Stadium. 

Both teams carved out 
their reputations throughout 
the 2011 post-season with ex¬ 
plosive offences but there was 
just one home run hit in game 
one. 

"We don't want to get into 
gorilla ball with these guys," 
said the Cardinals' Lance 
Berkman. "I feel like we have 
to win the National League 
style games. This was a game 
with good pitching, good de¬ 


fence and timely hitting." 

Cardinals starting pitcher 
Carpenter tossed six innings, 
giving up five hits, striking 
out four batters and walking 
just one. He also got plenty of 
help Wednesday from the 
bullpen which has been one of 
the Cardinals biggest assets in 
the post-season. 

Relief pitcher Jason Motte 
recorded the final out, getting 
Cruz to fly out to left-centre 
field to end a game. 

The Cardinals are looking 
for their second championship 
in six seasons and their 10 
World Series titles are the sec¬ 
ond most behind the New 
York Yankees' 27.
